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Trump's pitch to voters: Trust me, economy will soar In 2021

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pre- 
sident Donald Trump has a 
new pitch to voters for this 
fall: Trust me. 

As the economy faces a 
once-in-a-century reces- 
sion, with more than 38 
million people out of work, 
Trump is increasingly talking 
up a future recovery that 
probably won’t materialize 
until after the November 
election. He's asking voters 
to look past the pain being 
felt across the nation and 
give him another four-year 
term on the promise of an 
economic comeback in 
2021. 

“It’s a transition to great- 
ness," Trump says over and 


over, predicting a bur- 
geoning economy come 
thefall. “You’regoingto see 
some great numbers in the 
fourth quarter, and you’re 
going to end up doing a 
great year next year.” His 
chief economic adviser, 
Larry Kudlow, echoes the 
wait-until-next-year sen- 
timent, holding out hope 
for a “big bang 2021." It’s 
a delayed-reward tactic 
Trump was using long be- 
fore the global pandemic 
gut-punched the country. 
He has turned to it with new 
urgency as the coronavirus 
has robbed him of the boo- 
ming economy that was to 
be the core of his reelec- 
tion message.

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Trump's pitch to voters: Trust me, economy will soar In 2021

Trump had already 
pledged to finally release 
a Republican health care 
plan after the polls closed 
— despite having served 
more than three years 
in office — along with a 
postelection tax cut and a 
“Phase 2” trade deal with 
China. 

Now, Trump is making the 
CQse to voters that if he 
helped bolster the eco- 
nomy once, he can do it 
again. 

“We built the greatest eco- 
nomy in the world," Trump 
says frequently. ‘Tll do it a 
second time." 

It's not just next year that 
will be Q mystery to voters 
on Election Day. Trump 
and his team have been 
talking up the fourth quar- 
ter — October through 
December — but econo- 
mic reports on that period 
won't be released until 
2021. Preliminary figures 
for the third quarter will be 
released Oct. 29, days be- 
fore the Nov. 3 election. 
And unemployment could 
still be in double-digit terri- 
tory by Election Day, White 


House economist Kevin 
Hassett and Eric Roseng- 
ren, president of the Fede- 
ral Reserve Bank of Boston 
said in television interviews 
Sunday. “Unfortunately, I 
thinkit's likely to be double- 
digit unemployment throu- 
gh the end of this year,” 
Rosengren told CBS' “Face 
the Nation.” To bring back 
the low jobless levels seen 
at the end of last February, 
he said it would probably 
take a vaccine or “other 
medical innovations that 
make it much less risky to 
go out." 

Still, Trump and his cam- 
paign are hoping they 
can convince the public 
that Trump, not Democrat 
Joe Biden, is the candi- 
date who can turn things 
around, even as they push 
the recovery timeline into 
next year. 

“The president has a clear 
record of building the 
economy to unpreceden- 
ted heights before it was 
artificially interrupted by 
the coronavirus, and they 
know he will build it a se- 
cond time,” said Trump 
campaign communicati- 
ons director Tim Murtaugh. 


Economists, however, 
warn that the “snap back" 
Trump's advisers have 
been talking up is unlikely, 
given the severity of the re- 
cession. It will take years for 
the economy to recover, 
according to the Congres- 
sional Budget Office. 
Polling data suggests 
Trump has some work to 
do to persuade Americans 
that all will be well next 
year. 

Americans are split on 
whether they think the 
economy will improve 
(4l%) orworsen (40%) over 
the coming year, accor- 
ding to a poll by The Asso- 
ciated Press-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research. 
Their opinions differ based 
on their politics. A majo- 
rity of Republicans (62%) 
think the economy will get 
better in the coming year, 
while a majority of Demo- 
crats (56%) think it will get 
worse. 

The poll finds that only 49% 
of Americans now appro- 
ve of how Trump is hand- 
ling the economy, com- 
pared with 56% in March, 
though the numbers re- 
main split largely on party 


lines. While a majority of 
Americans in households 
that lost a job do think it’s 
at least probable that the 
job will return, 70% now 
describe the state of the 
nation's economy as poor, 
versus just 29% who say it’s 
good — down from 67% in 
January. 

Trump has been encoura- 
ging states to begin easing 
restrictions and reopening 
their economies. But that 
doesn't necessarily mean 
jobs will return. While most 
of those who say they got 
a haircut at least monthly 
before the outbreak or 
shopped regularly in per- 
son for nonessential items 
would definitely or proba- 
bly do so in the next few 
weeks if they were allo- 
wed, Americans may be 
wary to return to life as nor- 
mal. 

Only about half of those 
who did so at least monthly 
before the outbreak say 
they’d travel, go to bars 
and restaurants, use public 
transportation, or exercise 
at a gym or studio. Just 42% 
of those who went to con- 
certs, movies, or theater 
or sporting events at least 


monthly say they’d do so 
in the next few weeks if 
they could. 

Still, the poll shows that 66% 
of Americans continue to 
say that their personal fi- 
nancial situation is good 
— a number that has re- 
mained steady since be- 
fore the outbreak began. 
Americans are also more 
likely to expect their per- 
sonal finances to improve 
than worsen in the next 
year, 37% to 17%. 

In the end, that’s what is 
going to matter most, said 
Michael Steel, a Republi- 
can political strategist. 

“This election will turn on 
facts more than messa- 
ges,” he said. “The presi- 
dent is placing a bet by 
reopening the economy 
before public health offi- 
cials believe it is safe. If the 
economy recovers sharply 
and infection rates remain 
steady or go down, then 
voters will reward his bold- 
ness, but if we continue 
to see massive unemploy- 
ment and a spike in new 
infections and deaths, all 
the political wordsmithery 
the world will offer won’t 
help him."Q 


Seniors get diplomas on racetracks, chairlifts amld vlrus

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Im- 

mediately after giving his 
valedictorian speech, high 
school senior Philip Root, still 
clad in his cap and gown, 
climbed into a borrowed 
race car and drove up to 
the finish line at the Las Ve- 
gas Motor Speedway. 

With the yellow tassel of his 
graduation cap flapping in 
the wind, Root leaned out 
the window and posed for 
a photo as he accepted 
his diploma — and then 
took off on a celebratory 
lap around the track. 

Root gave his speech over 
the radio from the broad- 
casting booth, which the 
graduating class of Faith Lu- 
theran High School listened 
to as they sat with family in 
individual cars decked out 
with signs, banners and bal- 
loons. Then, in front of the 
empty grandstands of the 
racetrack that's been idled 
for months due to the coro-

navirus, Root led his class- 
mates as they pulled up 
one-by-one to the waving 
checkered flag to get their 
certificate from administra- 
tors wearing face masks. 
To mark the milestone, the 
students and their families 
whooped and cheered 
and then hit the gas pedal. 


The ceremony was part 
of a growing push by high 
schools across the country 
to find a way to hold in- 
person graduations and of- 
fer up some added pomp 
amid the coronavirus pan- 
demic. The graduation cer- 
emony is seen by many as 
salvaging a school year in 


which many haven't seen 
classmates for months and 
missed out on traditional se- 
nior activities such as proms 
and end-of-school parties. 
There are still many schools 
that have settled on virtual 
graduations — something 
that's drawn online peti- 
tions from students and 


parents demanding tradi- 
tional commencements 
be held later in the year 
if social distancing rules 
are eased. Some of those 
virtual events have at- 
tracted famous speakers, 
including President Barack 
Obama who gave a com- 
mencement address ear- 
lier this month. The televi- 
sion special featured other 
celebrities, including NBA 
star LeBron James, actress 
Yara Shahidi and actor 
and singer Ben Platt. But 
for schools pressing ahead 
with in-person graduations, 
that has meant coming up 
with creative ways to hold- 
ing events while adher- 
ing to limitations on crowd 
sizes and social distancing 
guidelines. They are spac- 
ing students apart in big 
auditoriums with limited 
guests, or in one town in 
New Hampshire, sending 
seniors off with a mountain- 
top graduation, accessible 
by chairlift. □

PROVIDENCE, R.l. (AP) — 

Elected officials, businesses 
and ofhers are depend- 
ing on coronavirus fesfing 
and infecfion-rafe dafa as 
sfafes reopen so fhaf fhey 
will know if a second wave 
of confagion is coming 
— and whefher anafher 
round of stay-af-home or- 
ders or closings might be 
needed. 

Buf sfates are reporting 
fhose figures in differenf 
ways, and fhaf can lead 
fo frusfrafion and confu- 
sion abouf whaf fhe num- 
bers mean. In some plac- 
es, fhere have been dafa 
gaps fhaf leave local lead- 
ers wondering whefher 
fhey should loosen or tight- 
en resfricfions. In others, of- 
ficials are accused of spin- 
ning fhe numbers to make 
fheir sfates look better and 
jusfify reopening. 

In a confinuing fheme for 
fhe oufbreak in fhe Unifed 
Sfafes, a lack of federal 
leadership persisfs. Even 
fhe U.S. Cenfers for Disease 
Cantral and Prevenfion 
has been lumping togefh- 
er fests fhaf measure differ- 
ent fhings. 

Such errcrs render the CDC 
numbers abcuf how many 
Americans are infecfed 
"uninferprefable," creafing 
a misleading picfure for 
people frying fo make de- 
cisions based on fhe dafa, 
said Ashish Jha, direcfor 
of Harvard’s Global Health 
lnsfitufe,"lf is incumbenf on 
health departmenfs and 
fhe CDC to make sure 
fhey’re presenting infcrma- 
fion that’s accurate. And if 
fhey can’f gef if, fhen don’f 
show fhe dafa af all," Jha 
said. "Faulfy dafa is much, 
much worse fhan no dafa." 
Officials af fhe CDC and 
in mulfiple sfafes have 
acknowledged that they 
ccmbined the results cf 
viral tesfs, which defecf 
active cases cf fhe virus 
essenfially from the onsef 
of infecfion, wifh anfibody 
fesfs, which check for pro- 
feins fhaf develop a week 
or more affer infecfion and 
show whefher a person has 
been exposed af some 
poinf in fhe pasf. 

Viral tesf resulfs should be 
reported separately, pub- 


lic healfh experfs say. Thaf 
allows for fracking of how 
many people have ccn- 
firmed active infections, 
the percentage of people 
testing posifive and how 
those numbers change 
over time — all crucial for 
guiding public policy. 
Mixing fhe resulfs makes if 
difficulf fo undersfand how 
fhe virus is spreading. If can 
give fhe false impression 
fhaf fhe rafe of posifive fesf 
resulfs is declining. 

The CDC fold The Associ- 
afed Press on Friday that 
the problem sfarted sev- 
eral weeks ago when fhe 
agency began collecting 
dafa from sfafes using an 


elecfronic reporfing sysfem 
fhaf had been developed 
for other diseases. Af fhe 
time, nearly all lab resulfs 
being reported were from 
live viral tesfing. But in fhe 
ensuing weeks, antibody 
tesfs expanded and CDC 
officials realized fhey had 
a growing number of fhose 
mixing in wifh fhe viral re- 
sulfs, fhe CDC’s Dr. Daniel 
Pollock said. 

Pollock said officials are 
warking fa separate fhe 
data, buf if is a labor-infen- 
sive process that could fake 
another week or fwo. He 
acknowledged the agen- 
cy could have moved fo fix 
fhe problem sooner. 


"Hindsighf is 20/20," he said. 
AP found af leasf nine 
states are similarly mixing 
resulfs or have dane so at 
some poinf. They include 
Arizona, where Gav. Doug 
Ducey used a graph show- 
ing a declining rate of posi- 
five fesfs earlier fhis monfh 
when he announced fhaf 
barbers, salons and resfau- 
ranfs could reopen. 

Ducey did nof disclose 
during fhe felevised news 
conference fhaf fhe figures 
combined diagnostic and 
antibody tests. Positive re- 
sults from diagnostic fests 
were declining, according 
to published sfate data, 
buf adding fhe anfibody 


tesfs made fhe decline lcok 
sfeeper. 

Some stafes combined re- 
sults only briefly and say it 
was uninfenfional. Dela- 
ware said if has "shiffed 
focus’’ from reporfing anfi- 
body fesfs and foward viral 
fesfs as fhey have become 
more available follow- 
ing nafionwide shortages. 
Maine, Texas, Vermont 
and Virginia say fhey have 
sfopped lumping results 
togefher, and Gecrgia is 
wcrking on a fix. 

Buf in Mississippi and Penn- 
sylvania, fhe pracfice con- 
finues. In Georgia, anfibody 
fesfs were abouf 14% of 
fhe fofal, while in Mississip- 
pi, officials said fhey were 
around 3%. If’s not clear to 
whaf exfent the pracfice 
is clouding fhe nafional 
picture. The CDC told AP 
if knew of nine states that 
submiffed viral and anti- 
body fesf dafa fogefher, 
buf fhe lisf included some 
sfafes fhaf say fhey reporf 
fhose numbers separafely, 
including Alabama and 
Kansas. 

The CDC also gave fhe AP 
a lisf of 18 stafes if said had 
reported viral tesfs only, but 
that lisf included Pennsylva- 
nia, Virginia and Vermonf, 
all of which have said fhey 
mixed fhe fwo kinds of fesfs 
fogefher. 

Maine officials say if’s nof 
possible fo release fofal fesf 
numbers more fhan once 
a week because fhe dafa 
musf be collected from 
multiple outside labs doing 
the fesfs. □ 


lllinois child welfare employee investlgated after boy dies 


CRYSTAL LAKE, III. (AP) — lllinois pros- 
ecufors are invesfigafing a former 
child welfare agency employee who 
supervised an abuse claim involving 
a 5-year-old suburban Chicago boy 
lafer faund beafen to death, docu- 
menfs show. 

Prosecutors are exploring whefher fo 
charge Andrew Polovin wifh child en- 
dangermenf related to Andrew "A.J." 
Freund, The Norfhwesf Herald reporf- 
ed. McHenry Counfy sfafe’s afforney 
invesfigafor Roberf Diviacchi filed a 
search warranf affidavif fhis monfh 
seeking Polovin’s personnel files, frain- 
ing franscripfs and employee evalu- 
afions. Polovin was a Departmenf of 
Children and Family Services supervi- 
sor who closed a 2018 investigation 


info a bruised hip fhaf Andrew "A.J." 
Freund had almosf four monfhs be- 
fore aufhorifies believe fhe boy was 
killed in his family’s Crysfal Lake home. 
Polovin and fhe child prctecticn spe- 
cialisf assigned fc check a Decem- 
ber 2018 call from Crysfal Lake police 
abouf the boy’s injury were lafer fired 
frcm fhe stafe agency. 

Polovin has nof spoken publicly about 
fhe case and fhe newspaper could 
nof reach him for commenf abouf 
fhe affidavif. 

A.J. was found in a shallow grave in 
April 2019. His parenfs, JoAnn Cun- 
ningham and Andrew Freund Sr., 
were charged wifh killing him. Cun- 
ningham pleaded guilfy fo firsf-de- 
gree murder last year, and Freund re- 


mains jailed on $5 million bond while 
awaifing frial. The search warranf af- 
fidavif alleges fhaf Polovin allowed 
profecfive cusfody of A.J. fo lapse 
befcre conducfing a proper investi- 
gafion. It also says he leff cuf a Crystal 
Lake pclice repcrt and cfher reccrds 
frcm A.J.’s file. 

The boy gave varying explanaticns 
for fhe hip bruise, including that fhe 
family dog had done if during play. 
Buf records show he also fold an 
emergency room docfor, "Maybe 
mommy didn’f mean fo hurf me."

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Europeans soak up the sun but virus travel rules a mishmash

BERLIN (AP) — Europeans 
soaked up the sun where 
they could, taking advan- 
tage ot the first holiday 
weekend since coronavi- 
rus restrictions were eased, 
while governments grap- 
pled with how and when to 
safely let in foreign travelers 
to salvage the vital summer 
tourist season. 

Overjoyed French fami- 
lies flocked to the Grande 
Motte beach on the Medi- 
terranean shore Sunday, 
swimming and sunbathing 
in areas specially marked 
to keep a distance from 
others. Cordons of ropes 
and wooden stakes were 
neatly spaced out across 
the sand, giving each 
visitor or group an eight- 
square-meter (85-square- 
foot) space of their own. 
Online reservations are 
required though free of 
charge, and there is al- 
ready a two-day waiting list. 
Those lucky enough to get 
a spot for a four-day week- 
end relished the opportu- 
nity, frolicking beneath a 
summer-like sun. Elsewhere 
in France, beaches have 
also reopened, but only for 
individual sports or walks, 
and visitors weren't allowed 
to sit or lie down. 

Yet even as social distanc- 
ing rules spread families 
and friends out Sunday 
across beaches and parks, 
the virus remained a con- 
stant threat. Europe has 
seen over 169,000 dead, 
according to a tally by 
Johns Hopkins University. 
Across the continent, a 


mishmash of travel restric- 
tions appears to be on the 
horizon, often depending 
on where travelers live and 
what passports they car- 
ry. Germany, France and 
other European countries 
aim to open their borders 
for European travel in mid- 
June, but it isn't clear when 
intercontinental travel will 
resume. Spain, one of the 
worst-hit countries in the 
pandemic and also one 
of the world's top destina- 
tions for international trav- 
elers, says it won't reopen 
for foreign tourists until July. 
To boost the economy, 
the country's leader has 
encouraged Spaniards to 
"start planning their vaca- 
tions" for late June inside 
Spain. "Come July, we will 
allow the arrival of foreign 
tourists to Spain under safe 


conditions," Prime Minister 
Pedro Sánchez said. "We 
will guarantee that tour- 
ists aren't at risk and that 
they don't represent a risk 
(to Spain)." For now, travel 
between Spain's provinces 
isn't allowed and many 
other restrictions remain 
— although on Monday, 
residents in worst-hit Madrid 
and Barcelona will be able 
to join the rest of the coun- 
try in dining outdoors at 
bars and restaurants, which 
can offer only 50% of their 
usual tables. 

In Germany, domestic tour- 
ists will be allowed to return 
Monday to Mecklenburg- 
Western Pomerania state 
in the northeast — home 
to the country's Baltic Sea 
coast — and to hotels in 
Berlin, the popular capital. 
But tourism campaigns will 


require a new approach. 
"We don't think people 
want closely packed big- 
city bustle at the moment," 
Burkhard Kieker, the chief 
of visitBerlin, told RBB In- 
foradio. His agency has 
launched a campaign 
showing "how much green 
space and how much wa- 
ter there is" in Berlin. 

In Paris, where all city parks 
remain closed, residents 
soaked up the sun along 
the embankments of the 
Seine River and lounged on 
ledges outside the Tuileries 
Gardens. In some spots, 
people sat safely spaced 
apart. Elsewhere, groups 
of maskless teens crowded 
together, shrugging off so- 
cial distancing rules. 
Beginning Monday, France 
is relaxing its border restric- 
tions, allowing in migrant 


workers and family visitors 
from other European coun- 
tries. But is calling for a vol- 
untary 14-day quarantine 
for people arriving from 
Britain and Spain, because 
those countries imposed a 
similar requirement on the 
French. 

Italy, which plans to open 
regional and international 
borders on June 3 in a bid 
to boost tourism, is only now 
allowing residents back to 
beaches in their own re- 
gions — with restrictions. 

In the northwestern Liguria 
region, people were al- 
lowed a dip in the sea and 
a walk along the shore, but 
no sunbathing. In Savona, 
a dozen people were fined 
for violating sunbathing 
bans. Rimini, on Italy's east 
coast, attracted beach- 
goers beginning at dawn, 
and many sat in widely 
spaced groups. Still, au- 
thorities had to work at 
enforcing distancing on a 
popular beach in Palermo. 
"We can't forget that the vi- 
rus exists and is circulating," 
deputy health minister Pier- 
paolo Sileri told Sky TG24. 
"Even if the numbers of new 
cases are low, we must re- 
spect the rules." 

For the first time in months, 
well-spaced faithful gath- 
ered in the 'Vatican's St. 
Peter's Square for the tradi- 
tional Sunday papal bless- 
ing. About 2,000 Muslims 
gathered for for Eid al-Fitr 
prayers at a sports com- 
plex in the Paris suburb of 
Levallois-Perret, carefully 
spaced a meter (about 
three feet) apart and wear- 
ing masks.Q

HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong police fired tear gas 
and a water cannon at 
protesters in a popular 
shopping district Sunday, 
as thousands took to the 
streets to march against 
China's move to impose 
national security legisla- 
tion on the city. Pro-de- 
mocracy supporters have 
sharply criticized a pro- 
posal, set to be approved 


by China's rubber-stamp 
parliament this week, that 
would ban secessionist and 
subversive activity, as well 
as foreign interference, 
in the semi-autonomous 
Chinese territory.The pro- 
democracy camp says the 
proposal goes against the 
"one country, two systems" 
framework that promises 
Hong Kong freedoms not 
found in mainland China. 
Crowds of demonstrators 
dressed in black gathered 


in the Causeway Bay dis- 
trict on Sunday, chant- 
ing slogans such as "Stand 
with Hong Kong," "Liberate 
Hong Kong" and "Revolu- 
tion of our times." 

The protest was a continu- 
ation of a monthslong pro- 
democracy movement 
in Hong Kong that began 
last year and has at times 
descended into violence 
between police and pro- 
testers. Police raised blue 
flags, warning protesters to 


disperse, before firing multi- 
ple rounds of tear gas. They 
later fired a water cannon 


at the demonstrators.

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Israel’s Netanyahu attacks justice system as trial beglns

JERUSALEM (AP) — To the 

sounds of his impassioned 
supporters chanting out- 
side, a defiant Israeli Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu strode into a Jerusa- 
lem courtroom Sunday to 
face corruption charges 
in a long-awaited trial that 
has avershadowed three 
inconclusive elections and 
deeply divided the coun- 
try. 

As he entered the court- 
house to become the 
country’s first sitting prime 
minister to go on trial, Ne- 
tanyahu launched into a 
lengthy tirade against the 
nation's justice system in 
which he accused pclice, 
prcsecutcrs, judges and 
the media of a deep state- 
type ccnspiracy aimed tc 
cust him against the will cf 
the people. 

"I stand before you with a 
straight back and head 
raised high," he said, sur- 
rounded by leading Cabi- 
net ministers of his Likud 
party. "The objective is to 
depose c strong, right-wing 
prime minister, cnd thus re- 
move the nctionalist camp 


from the leadership of the 
country for many years." 
The standoff, and Netan- 
yahu’s own fiery rhetoric, 
looked to worsen the na- 
ticn’s deep divisicns just 
after Netanyahu swcre in 
what he called c "unity" 
government with a former 
rival. Critics hcve said Ne- 
tanyahu’s repeated at- 


tacks on the legal system 
risk irreversible damage to 
citizens’ faith in state institu- 
tions. 

Outside the courthouse, 
hundreds of supporters ral- 
lied in his defense, pack- 
ing c ncrrow street while 
waving Israeli flcgs and 
banners dencuncing what 
they called a ccrrupt pros- 


banners outside his residence in 
Associated Press. 

ecution seeking to topple 
a leader of historic propor- 
tion. Others gathered at his 
official residence to dem- 
onstrate against what they 
called a "crime minister’’ 
and carried pcsters ccll- 
ing for his resignation. They 
faced off across police 
barriccdes with more of the 
prime minister’s backers. 


Netanyahu faces charges 
cf fraud, breach of trust 
and accepting bribes in 
a series of corruption cas- 
es stemming from ties to 
wealthy friends. He is ac- 
cused of accepting lavish 
gifts and offering to grant 
favors to powerful media 
moguls in exchange for fa- 
vcrable coverage of him 
and his family. He denies 
the charges, which ccme 
after years of scandals 
swirling around the family. 
During the prcceedings, 
the lawyers and judges also 
wore masks, with the three- 
judge panel sitting behind 
a glass divider. In a hint of 
what could lie ahead, his 
lawyer said the defense 
wculd need several months 
to study the hundreds of 
recms of evidence and to 
build its legal team. 
Netcnyahu did nct speak 
during the one-hour session, 
rising just once to confirm 
he understood the charg- 
es. He will not be required 
to attend future hearings 
during a case that legal 
analysts expect to stretch 
over severcl years. The next 
hearing was scheduled fcr 
July !?.□

At least 180 pecple were 
arrested, mcstly cn charg- 
es of unlawful assembly, 
pclice said. 

They also said that some of 
the protesters threw bricks 
and splashed unidentified 
liquid at officers, injuring at 
least four members of the 
police media liaison team. 
They warned that such be- 
havicr is against the law 
and that pclice would pur- 
sue the matter. 

Earlier in the afternocn, 
prominent activist Tam 
Tak-chi was arrested dur- 
ing the protest for what 
police said was unauthor- 
ized assembly. Tam said he 
was giving a "health talk’’ 
and was exempt from so- 
cial-distancing measures 
that prchibit gatherings cf 
more than eight pecple. 
The bill that triggered Sun- 
day’s rally was submitted 
at the opening of China’s 


national legislative sessicn 
cn Friday. It wculd bypass 
Hong Kong’s legislature 
and cculd allow mainland 
agencies tc be set up in 
the city, sparking concern 
that Chinese agents could 
arbitrarily arrest people for 
activities deemed to be 
pro-democracy. 

Speaking at an annual 
news conference dur- 
ing the legislative session, 
Chinese Foreign Minister 
Wang Yi said Sunday that 
Hong Kong affairs were an 
internal matter for China, 
and that "nc external inter- 
ference will be tolerated." 
"Excessive unlawful foreign 
meddling in Hong Kong 
affairs has placed China’s 
national security in seri- 
ous jeopardy," Wang said, 
adding that the prcpcsed 
legislation "does not affect 
the high degree cf auton- 
omy in Hong Kong." 

"It does not affect the rights 
and freedcms enjcyed by 


Hong Kong residents. And 
it does not affect the legiti- 
mate rights and interests of 
foreign investors in Hong 
Kong," he said. 

U.S. Secretary cf State 
Mike Pompeo has called 
the proposal "a death knell 
for the high degree of au- 
tonomy’’ that Beijing prom- 
ised the former British colo- 
ny when it was returned to 
China in 1997. 

Chris Patten, the last Brit- 
ish governcr of Hong Kong 
prior to its handover to 
China, lamented what he 
called "a new Chinese dic- 
tatorship." "1 think the Hong 
Kong people have been 
betrayed by China, which 
has proved once again 
that you can’t trust it fur- 
ther than you can throw it," 
Patten said in an interview 
with The Times cf Lcndcn. 
Patten is leading a coali- 
tion of at least 204 inter- 
national lawmakers and 
policymakers whc are de- 


crying the prcposed legis- 
lation. In a statement, the 
coalition called it a "fla- 
grant breach" cf the Sino- 
British Joint Declaration, a 
1984 treaty that prcmised 
Hong Kong a high degree 
of autonomy even after 
the handover of Hong 
Kong to China in 1997. 
President Donald Trump’s 
national security adviser, 
Rcbert O’Brien, said it ap- 
peared that China was 
viclating the 1984 treaty. 
"And I can’t see hcw Hcng 
Kong remains the Asian 
financial center if the Chi- 
nese Communist Party 
goes through and imple- 
ments this national security 
law and takes over Hong 
Kong," O’Brien said Sunday 
on CBS’s "Face the Nation." 
"That would be a tragedy 
fcr the people of Hong 
Kong, but it will also be very 
bad fcr China," he said. 
Bernard Chan, a tcp-level 
Hcng Kcng pclitician and 


delegate tc the Naticnal 
Pecple’s Congress in Bei- 
jing, defended the na- 
ticnal security legislation 
pushed by China, saying 
it was written into Hong 
Kong’s Basic Law — the 
city’s mini-constitution — 
but never enacted. 

Chan expressed concern 
that Hong Kong would in- 
evitably face economic 
hardship given trade fric- 
ticns between the U.S. and 
China. 

"1 think we are definitely the 
collateral damage being 
dragged intc this thing. But 
then, I don’t think there’s 
any alternatives," he said. 
"But with or without this 
law, honestly, the U.S. and 
China are always going 
to be continuing this log- 
gerhead for quite some 
time to come," Chan said. 
"China will remain as a 
threat to the U.S. in terms 
of the ... world economic 
dominance. ’’□ 
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First commercial space taxi a pit stop on Musk's Mars quest

It all started with the dream 
ot growing a rose on Mars. 
That vision, Elon Musk's vi- 
sion, morphed into a shake- 
up of the old space indus- 
try, and a fleet of new pri- 
vate rockets. Now, those 
rockets will launch NASA 
astronauts from Florida to 
the International Spoce 
Station - the first time o for- 
profit company will carry 
astronauts into the cosmos. 
It's o milestone in the effort 
to commercialize space. 
But for Musk's company, 
SpaceX, it's also the latest 
milestone in a wild ride that 
began with epic failures 
and the threat of bankrupt- 
cy. 

If the company's eccentric 
founder and CEO has his 
way, this is just the begin- 
ning: He's planning to build 
a city on the red planet, 
and live there. 

"What I really want to 
achieve here is to make 
Mars seem possible, make 
it seem as though it's some- 
thing that we can do in our 
lifetimes and that you can 
go," Musk told a cheering 
congress of space profes- 
sionals in Mexico in 2016. 
Musk "is a revolutionary 
change" in the space 
world, says Harvard Univer- 
sity astrophysicist Jonathan 
McDowell, whose Jona- 
than's Space Report has 
tracked launches and fail- 
ures for decades. 
Ex-astronaut and former 
Commercial Spaceflight 
Federation chief Michael 
Lopez-Alegria says, "I think 
history will look back at him 
like a da Vinci figure." 

Musk has become best 
known for Tesla, his auda- 
cious effort to build an 
electric vehicle company. 
But SpaceX predates it. 

At 30, Musk was already 
wildly rich from selling his 
internet financial company 
PayPal and its predeces- 
sor Zip2. He arranged a 
series of lunches in Silicon 
Valley in 2001 with G. Scott 
Hubbard, who had been 
NASA's Mars czar and was 
then running the agency's 
Ames Research Center. 
Musk wanted to somehow 
grow a rose on the red 
planet, show it to the world 
and inspire school children. 


recalls Hubbard. 

"His real focus was hav- 
ing life on Mars," says Hub- 
bard, a Stanford University 
professor who now chairs 
SpaceX's crew safety advi- 
sory panel. 

The big problem, Hubbard 
told him, was building a 
rocket affordable enough 
to go to Mars. Less than a 
year later Space Explora- 
tion Technologies, called 
SpaceX, was born. 
Everyone at SpaceX, from 
senior vice presidents to 
the barista who offers its 
in-house cappuccinos and 
FroYo, "will tell you they are 
working to make humans 
multi-planetary," says for- 
mer SpaceX Director of 
Space Operations Garrett 
Reisman, an ex-astronaut 
now at the University of 
Southern California. 

Musk founded the com- 
pany just before NASA 
ramped up the notion of 
commercial space. 
Traditionally, private firms 
built things or provided 
services for NASA, which 
remained the boss and 
owned the equipment. The 
idea of bigger roles for pri- 
vate companies has been 
around for more than 50 
years, but the market and 
technology weren't yet 
right. 

NASA's two deadly space 
shuttle accidents - Chal- 
lenger in 1986 and Colum- 
bia in 2003 - were pivotal, 
says W. Henry Lambright, a 


professor of public policy at 
Syracuse University. 

When Columbia disinte- 
grated, NASA had to con- 
template a post-space 
shuttle world. That's where 
private companies came 
in, Lambright says. 

After Columbia, the agen- 
cy focused on returning as- 
tronauts to the moon, but 
still had to get cargo and 
astronauts to the space 
station, says Sean O'Keefe, 
who was NASA's adminis- 
trator at the time. A 2005 
pilot project helped private 
companies develop ships 
to bring cargo to the sta- 
tion. 

SpaceX got some of that 
initial funding. The com- 
pany's first three launches 
failed. The company could 
have just as easily failed 
too, but NASA stuck by 
SpaceX and it started to 
pay off, Lambright says. 
"You can't explain SpaceX 
without really understand- 
ing how NASA really kind 
of nurtured it in the early 
days," Lambright says. "In 
a way, SpaceX is kind of a 
child of NASA." 

Since 2010, NASA has spent 
$6 billion to help private 
companies get people into 
orbit, with SpaceX and Boe- 
ing the biggest recipients, 
says Phil McAlister, NASA's 
commercial spaceflight di- 
rector. 

NASA plans to spend an- 
other $2.5 billion to pur- 
chase 48 astronaut seats to

the space station in 12 dif- 
ferent flights, he says. At a 
little more than $50 million 
a ride, it's much cheaper 
than what NASA has paid 
Russia for flights to the sta- 
tion. 

Starting from scratch has 
given SpaceX an advan- 
tage over older firms and 
NASA that are stuck using 
legacy technology and in- 
frastructure, O'Keefe says. 
And SpaceX tries to build 
everything itself, giving the 
firm more control, Reisman 
says. The company saves 
money by reusing rockets, 
and it has customers aside 
from NASA. 

The California company 
now has 6,000 employees. 
Its workers are young, highly 
caffeinated and put in 60- 
to 90-hour weeks, Hubbard 
and Reisman say. They also 
embrace risk more than 
their NASA counterparts. 
Decisions that can take a 
year at NASA can be made 
in one or two meetings at 
SpaceX, says Reisman, who 
still advises the firm. 

In 2010, a Falcon 9 rocket 
on the launch pad had a 
cracked nozzle extension 
on an engine. Normally 
that would mean rolling the 
rocket off the pad and a fix 
that would delay launch 
more than a month. 

But with NASA's permission, 
SpaceX engineer Florence 
Li was hoisted into the rock- 
et nozzle with a crane and 
harness. Then, using what 


were essentially garden 
shears, she "cut the thing, 
we launched the next day 
and it worked," Reisman 
says. 

Musk is SpaceX's public 
and unconventional face 
- smoking marijuana on a 
popular podcast, feuding 
with local officials about 
opening his Tesla plant dur- 
ing the pandemic, nam- 
ing his newborn child "X 
/E A-12." But insiders say 
aerospace industry vet- 
eran Gwynne Shotwell, the 
president and chief oper- 
ating officer, is also key to 
the company's success.Q

Holiday amid pandemic: Americans divided on how to respond

NEW YORK (AP) — President 
Donald Trump played golf 
at one of his courses Sat- 
urday during the Memorial 
Day weekend as he urged 
U.S. states to reopen after 
coronavirus-related lock- 
downs. Yet many Ameri- 
cans remained cautious as 
the number of confirmed 
cases nationwide passed 
1.6 million. 

In California, where many 
businesses and recreational 
activities are reopening, of- 
ficials in Los Angeles Coun- 
ty said they would maintain 
tight restrictions until July 4. 
Some religious leaders took 
issue with Trump's declara- 
tion that houses of worship 
are “essential” and should 
resume in-person services 
this weekend. 

“Being at the epicenter of 
this pandemic and in or-

der to protect our flock, we 
advise that congregations 
remain closed until more 
accurate and uniform in- 
formation is provided,” said 
Bishop Paul Egensteiner, 
who oversees the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in 
America’s congregations 
in the hard-hit New York 
City region. 

Statewide, New York re- 
ported its lowest number of 
daily coronavirus deaths — 
84 — in many weeks in what 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo de- 
scribed as a critical bench- 
mark. The daily death tally 
peaked at 799 on April 8. 
“For me, it's a sign that 
we’re making real prog- 
ress,” Cuomo said. 

Rain dampened the start of 
the holiday weekend in the 


throngs of people and test 
the effectiveness of social 
distancing rules. At Orchard 
Beach in the Bronx, which 
was crowded a weekend 
earlier, parking lots were 
mostly empty except for 
large puddles. 

To the south, Trump played 
golf at one of his private 
clubs for the first time dur- 
ing the pandemic — the 
Trump National Golf Club 
in Virginia. He has been 
pushing for state and local 
leaders to fully reopen af- 
ter months of closures and 
tight restrictions. 

Parts of New Orleans stirred 
to back life, with some res- 
taurants and businesses 
opening for the first time 
in over two months. Some 
remained closed, espe- 


cially in the French Quarter, 
which relies largely on tour- 
ist dollars. 

At least a few out-of-town- 
ers trickled in. Greer Falls 
of Augusta, Georgia, wore 
a mask as he entered the 
Royal House restaurant for 
lunch. Afterweeks at home, 
he said he was ready 
for a change of scenery 
and didn’t want to miss a 
birthday celebration with 
friends he’s known for de- 
cades. Some amusement 
parks, such as Mt. Olym- 
pus in the Wisconsin Dells 
and Lagoon amusement 
park in Farmington, Utah, 
opened for the first time 
in months. The Facebook 
sites for both parks were 
flooded with comments 
from visitors excited to ride 
go-karts or roller coasters, 
though some complained 
about Lagoon’s policy of 
requiring masks. 

Andrew Young, 29, said La- 
goon has been a lifelong 
summer sfaple and when 
he learned fhe park would 
be open Safurday, he 
wenf online immediately 
to make a reservation for 
himself, his wife and 2-year- 
old daughter. Because a 
limited number of people 
were allowed enfry, they 
found short lines and there 
always seemed to be just 
one other family on each 
ride. There were also sani- 
fation stations and other 
measures to keep people 
distanced and feeling safe. 


“If was a lot of fun,” Young 
said. “Finally going, having 
some feeling of normalcy. 
... We had a very enjoyable 
morning.” Overseas, fhere 
was mixed news. New 
coronavirus cases reported 
in China were zero Satur- 
day for fhe first time since 
the outbreak began but 
surged in India and over- 
whelmed hospitals across 
Latin America. 

Many governments are 
easing restrictions as they 
face a political backlash 
and historic economic 
recessions. In just a few 
months, the pandemic 
has killed at least 340,000 
people worldwide and in- 
fected about 5.3 million, 
according to a tally kept 
by Johns Hopkins University. 
As the United States closed 
in on 100,000 confirmed 
COVID-19 deaths, the New 
York Times devoted Sun- 
day's entire, photo-less 
front page to a list of nearly 
1,000 names of pandemic 
vicfims wifh a few words in 
memorial for each, culled 
from obifuaries published 
around the country. “Con- 
tinued on Page 12,” it read 
at bottom right. 

Turkey, which has record- 
ed over 155,000 infections, 
imposed its toughest lock- 
down measures yet for the 
Eid al-Fitr holiday marking 
the end of Ramadan. Ye- 
men’s Houthi rebels urged 
believers to use masks and 
stay inside, as authorities 


try to contain infections at 
a time usually marked by 
multigenerational feasting 
and collective prayer. 

In Germany, which has 
drawn praise for its han- 
dling of the virus, seven 
people appear to have 
been infected at a restau- 
rant in the northwest of fhe 
counfry. It would be the first 
such known case since res- 
taurants started reopening 
two weeks ago. 

And in Frankfurt, more than 
40 people tested positive 
after a church service of 
fhe Evangelical Christian 
Baptist congregation May 
10. A church leader said 
the congregation has can- 
celed gatherings and is 
now holding services on- 
line. Authorities in nearby 
Hanau called off Muslim 
prayers planned for a sfa- 
dium Sunday as a pre- 
caufion. Religious events 
helped spread the virus 
early in the pandemic; re- 
suming such gatherings is 
an especially thorny issue. 
Mindful of evangelical 
Christians who are key to 
his base ahead of Novem- 
ber's election, Trump on Fri- 
day called houses of wor- 
ship “essenfial” and urged 
governors fo lef them re- 
open this weekend. How- 
ever, leaders of many de- 
nominafions said they plan 
to move gradually and 
cautiously. 

In Minnesota, Gov. Tim 
Walz said he is scrapping a 
10-person limit on gather- 
ings and letting houses of 
worship open at 25 % occu- 
pancy if safety guidelines 
are met. 

Archbishop Bernard Heb- 
da of the Roman Catholic 
Archdiocese of Sf. Paul and 
Minneapolis welcomed fhe 
change buf said priests 
should not reopen their 
churches if fhey can’f com- 
ply with safety measures. 
France allowed in-person 
services to resume Satur- 
day after a legal challenge 
to a ban on gatherings in 
places of worship. 

One of the world’s major 
pilgrimage sites is reopen- 
ing Sunday: the Church of 
fhe Holy Sepulcher in Je- 
rusalem, builf on fhe site 
where Christians believe 
Jesus was crucified, buried 
and resurrected. □

Aruba Food & Beverage Association conducts survey among restaurants: 

“Many restaurants will not survlve wlthout the wage subsldy or any 
sort of flnanclal ald” 



ORANJESTAD — The Aruba 
Food & Beverage Associa- 
tion (AF&BA) recently con- 
ducted a survey among 
restaurants centering on 
convid-19 and how this af- 
fected the restaurant sec- 
tor. Thirty-six (12%) restau- 
rants responded to the sur- 
vey. 

The first question “Did you 
apply for wage subsidy *? 
61.1% respanded having 
applied far wage subsidy 
while 38.8% respanded af 
not having applied. Can- 
clusians may be drawn that 
restaurants may not have 
applied for the wage sub- 
sidy because of mixed feel- 
ings of being able to open 
and prefer the FASE subsidy 


On the secand questian 
“How would you describe 
your business? 83.3% re- 
sponded to be closed for 
business - ZERO SALES -11. 
% responded to have 25% 
sales; and 5.56% responded 
to have 50% sales. From the 
above it may be conclud- 
ed that the F&B sector re- 
ceived a tremendous blow 
due to Convid-19 and the 
carrespanding lack dcwn. 
“Wculd ycu open with an 


outside terrace on May 
25?”, was question number 
three and 36.1 % respcnded 
to open with a terrace and 
63.89% responded not to 
open with a terrace. 

Questicn number 4, “Hcw 
much of your staff you think 
you can retain 3 months 
from now? 61.1% respond- 
ed to be able to retain 
100% of the staff trough 
the month of July; 16.67% 
responded being able tc 
retain staff for 75%; 11.1% 
responded being able tc 
retain 50% of the staff and 
11.1% responded to be 
able tc retcin 25% cf the 
staff. The response reflects 
optimism possibly based 
on the recently received 
wage subsidy and the 


hope this subsidy will carry 
the sector through includ- 
ing the month of July 2020. 
Based on this question it is 
estimcted, however, that 
1000 employees will lose 
their job in the restaurant 
sector. 

The fifth question “How 
much of your staff you think 
you can retain 6 months 
from now? 47.2% respond- 
ed being able to retain 
100% cf their staff through 
the month of October; 25% 
responded being able to 
retain staff fcr 75%; 22.2% 
responded being able to 
retain 50% cf the staff and 
5.56% responded to be 
able to retain 25% of the 
staff. Three months laterthe 
restaurants that can retain 


their staff at 100% based on 
few tourists is reduced with 
15% from 61.1% to 47.2%. 
This also implies that mcny 
restaurcnts will nct be cble 
to survive without the wage 
subsidy cr any sort of finan- 
cial aid. 

“When do you think it 
would be safe and sustain- 
able to open your restau- 
rant” is question number 6 
and 13.89% answers to be 
able to open the restaurcnt 
in June; 5.56% is thinking tc 
open in July; 8.33% thinks 
of opening in August and 
13.89% is thinking to open 
somewhere in September 
and 13.89% respond in 5 - 6 
months; 27.7% thinks about 
opening when the Govern- 
ment authorizes restaurants 
to open while the major- 
ity 30.56% is not sure. Some 
analysis here may guide us 
to a projecticn of 200 res- 
taurants that consider to 
open 6 months from now. 
An AHATA projection of 
30% occupancy would jus- 


tify 100 restaurants to be 
open which will force our 
sector in a regretful survival 
cf the fittest with 200 restau- 
rants opening. 

On the last questicn “Do 
you consider closing your 
restaurant?” 8.33% respond 
to close their restaurant 
while 83.3% responds to 
remain operational while 
8.33% is not sure yet. In gen- 
eral, great satisfaction was 
expressed on wage subsidy 
was administered by SVB 
and management cf scme 
by GOA. 

AF&BA plans to conduct 
another survey next month 
with questions pertaining 
to the opening of terraces, 
the Aruba Health & Hap- 
piness Code and a repeat 
of some questions as op- 
erctors reflect on the future 
re-opening of their restau- 
rants. 

Ccnsidering the many 
challenges ahead AF&BA 
recommends restaurant 
operators to reach consen- 
sus on shorter working hours 
and days with their staff 
now that hotel occupan- 
cies will proof very com- 
plex to sustain hotel occu- 
pancies 30 - 40% at 100% 
staff. Flexibilization of lcbor 
laws will be key fcr cur res- 
taurant sector to service 
according to AF&BA and 
urges the Government of 
Aruba (GOA) to start think- 
ing in this direction. Ques-
